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| UNUSUAL LIBEL ACTION. 


A BELFAST DEFENDANT. 

An action for alleged libel and slander, 
stituted by a Mr. Gould against a Mr. Ross, was 
mentioned to rds Justices Warrington and 
Scrutton in the Court of Appeal, London, yester- 
day. 

Mr. Joy, on behalf of the plaintiff, applied for 
leave to serve the writ out of the jurisdiction 
upon the defendant in Belfast. The plaintiff, 
said counsel, was the managing director of a 
company in Leeds, and the defendant held a 
similar position in "Belfast. The companies did 
business together. The plaintiff's company went 
into liquidation, and the defendant, evidently 
thinking that he had ia grievance against the 
laintiff, wrote some extraordinary letters. On 

ay 20 the defendant wrote to the plaintiff's 
wife stating that her husband owed him close on 
£900, and saying :—‘‘I have information which 
you may absolutely believe sufficient to get your 
husband and other members of your family in 
jail.” Defendant also suggested that the lady 
should have a conversation with him, and con- 
cluded by saying that he would not rest until 
he had got the plaintiff, and other people as associ- 
ated with him, into jail. The plaintiff’s solici- 
tors wrote warning the defendant against doing 
this sort of thing, whereupon the defendant in 
a letter to the plaintiff said:—‘‘I assure you 
once more that nothing but death can ever re- 
lieve you from the robbery you have committed 
against me and my children, and until you are 
dead and gone I shall not ‘let you rest. Tell 
your solicitors that in a public court I shall tell 
the judge that I consider you a perjurer, a 
thief, a rogue, and a robber.’ Mr. Justice 
Roche had refused leave to serve the writ out 
of the jurisdiction, but Mr. Joy now contended 
that the balance of convenience was in favour 
of a trial in England, where the greater part 
of the evidence was 

Their lordships granted leave to serve the writ 
out of the jurisdiction.

STRUGGLE WITH AN ARMED MAN. 

In the Northern Police Court, Dublin, yester- 
day, before Mr. Lupton, K.C., William Flood, 
described as a van mab, of 4 Holycross 
Cottages, Clonliffe road, was charged with hav- 
ing on the 12th imst assaulted John Grist by 
ordering him to put up his hands, threatening 
that if he did not do # he would shoot, and 
presenting at the same time a revolver at him.

While 
witness was looking at the envelope the man 
puiled out a revolver and shouted “ Hands 
up. Witness did not put up his hands, but 
informed the man that there was another clerk 
up &taire, to which the man replied that he 
would settle with him when he got up there, 
adding “I will shoot if you don’t put up your 
hands.” Witness grasped the revolver and 
forced the ma outside the door, wrenchin 
the revolver frum him at the same time an 
ordering him to put up his hands. This the 
man did, and then he made an effort to escape, 
but witness followed and caught him, and with 
the assistance of a man named Cole brought 
him into the hall. The police were summoned 
by telephone, and the letter, which wae then 
opened, stated: “' This is an official receipt for 
your cash box and contents. The cheques in 
same shall be refunded to you in due course. 
O.T.E. Sect., Official Reprisale Section, 
LRA.” The man said that he had got the 
letter from another man, who wae afraid that 
if he came with it himeelf “ he would be 
known.” The revolver, which wae handed to 
the police, contained three live bullets. In a 
further statement Mr. Grist «aid chat on the 
let June a man came to him in the office, and, 
producing a revolver, ordered him to put up 
his hands and face the wall. The man next 
ordered him to open the cash box, which he 
did, as the man kept the revolver pressed to 
his side. The man eaid “ You are a Belfast 
firm and I am the I.R.A. I have my men out 
side, and if you attempt to raise an alarm il 
will shoot to kill.” He then took £12 2s. 14. 
from the cash box and left. Witness identified 
on the 14th July the man who held him up 
on the Ist June 

Detective-Officer Gibney stated that when the 
prisoner was arrested he «aid, after being 
cautioned, that a man had given him the 
letter in a publichouse.

Greece and Rome. The report of the 
Marquis of Crewe’s Committee of inquiry 
into the position of the classics in 
modern education was published yester- 
day. It shows that the study of Latin is 
declining in British schools and that Greek 
is in a really bad way. The late Arthur 
Palmer deplored in witty rhyme the tem- 
porary dropping of Greek verse from the 
classical honour examinations of Trinity 
College, Dublin. To-day the language 
has ceased to be a compulsory subject at 
virtually all the universities, and. of 
course, the schools have played up—or 
down—to the change. Lord Crewe's Com- 
mittee found that, of 612 public and 
secondary schools in the United Kingdom, 
161 teach both Latin and Greek, and 360 
teach only Latin as a regular part of the 
curriculum. lis conclusions are that in 
many secondary schools the position of 
Latin “presents very disquieting features, ”' 
and that in the majority of such schools 
Greek is “threatened with extinction.”

philosophy, and of our very conceptions 
of political freedom. The Committee makes 
various proposals, all of which seem to us 
to be very sound, while none is revolu- 


“| tionary. They are so moderate, indeed, 


that the most jealous champion of the new 
sciences—even Mr. H. G, Wells—need not 
be frightened by them. It is recommended 
that Greek shall be made an alternative 
subject in all public examinations where 
Latin is now offered; that in school’ 
where Greek cannot be introduced evety- 
thing shall be done to strengthen the 
position of Latin; that Latin shall be a 
compulsory subject’ for all Arts degrees, 
and that in all universities further endow- 
ments shall be provided for classical 
research. The Committee insists, most 
justly, that literature remains more ím- 
portant than archeology; but it pleads 
that, even during school years, the study 
of the classics shall take some account 
of the newer knowledge which {s° enrith- 
ing the historical background. Here, 
indeed, is democracy’s broadest and most 
delightful avenue of approach to the 
ancient treasure house. The Committee 
attaches prime importance to the work 
that can be done by museum authorities 
and by literary and antiquarian societies. 
Hitherto Ivish education—especially, in 
the universities—has reflected,’ more or 
less faithiully, the progress and methods 
of education in the sister island.’ To-day 
we see on both sides of St. George's 
Channel the same financial difficulties, the 
same, advance Of the’ younger and more 
marketable learning, the same gradual 
extrusion of the humanities. It is a fas- 
cinating speculation whether this virtual 
identity of educational aims and methods 
will, or will not, be affected by the 
political changes which have begun or are 
in the air. Will self-government in polities 
give us a new and more independent out- 
look on educational and social problems? 
Will our schools and universities begin 
to shape their courses on some new per- 
ception of long-submerged' instincts and 
ideals? Will the imperative. competitions 
of life allow them to break away, in any 
definite fashion, from the’ rules which 
civilisation in general has ‘laid down for 
the ‘pursuit of wealth and power? We 
cannot answer these questions ; but we 
venture to predict that, if our Irish 
universities arrive in time at the asser- 
tion of a more marked individuality, one 
of its first expressions will be a renaissance 
of classical studies. A love of letters runs 
in the blood-of the Irish people. Faithful 
hands have carried the torch of learning 
through many distracted centuries. The 
great classical scholars of Trinity College 
have brought to their work a peculiar 
insight and gusto which distinguish it, in 
a subtle way, from that of’either English- 
men or Germans. ‘The influence of the 
Roman Catholic Church keeps, and will 
keep, Latin a living tongue in the remotest 
corners of our land. It is a pleasant 
thought that, some day, the oldest 
languages of Europe may find their chief 
sanctuary in her youngest commonwealth, 


Upper Silesia. 


The British reply to the French Note of 
last Saturday upon the Upper Silesian 
question reached the Quai d'Orsay yester- 
day. It is brief and to the point. M. 
Briand had argued that the fate of the 
disputed territory could not be settled 
while the province was in a disturbed 
condition. He suggested that a new commis- 
sion of experts should review the whole 
problem, and that, penéing its report, 
the Allies should take stringent measures 
to restore order. He asked the British 
| Govérnment to follow his example by in- 
structing our. Ambassador at - Berlin to 
call the most serious attention of the 
German Government to the ‘sitiiation: in 
Upper Silesia. The British Government has | 
accepted none of these proposals. Its 
view, apparently, is that M. Briand has 
been misinformed as to the situation, In 
oficial quarters it is ‘believed that the 
Germans are loyally fulfilling their 
promises, and that the conditions do not 
require the presence ‘of another ten 
thousand British troops—the number sug- 
gested by M. Briand. His Note contained 
no .reference to the aggressive tactics 
adopted by the Poles. Yet it is indis- 
putable that Korfanty. and his insurgents 
bear the main responsibility for having 
thrown the province into disorder, and 
that they are at least as dangerous as the 
German irregulars. The British plan is that 
the Supreme Council shall meet at once 
and settle the question without further 
examination. The plebiscite revealed Upper 
Silesia as a sort of Chinese puzzle which 
never could be solved completely, and the 
best that the Supreme Cowneil can do is 
to make a rough division ef the rich ‘in- 
dustrial area. Nothing can be gained by 
celay. The question has been allowed 
to drag too long, with the result that 
racial passions have been aroused and 
neither Germany nor Poland has been 
able to settle down to work. In a state- 
ment which we publish to-day; the Allied 
Commissioners—men’ who are on the spot 
and ‘have an intimate knowledge of every 
aspect of the problem—plead for an 
instant decision, and declare that, if the 
Supreme Council’s meeting. were post- 
poned until the autumn, the position 
would be “ very dangerous. 
deserves the consideration of France. 
When the Supreme Council has given. its 
decision both the Germans and the Poles 
may grumble; but they will know that the 
last word has been spoken and that it is 
useless to protest. France’s desire for 
delay is, perhaps, natural. She is still 
nursing her wounds and cannot be ex- 
pected to view with favour anything which 
might benefit Germany.- The Treaty of 
Versailles, however, must be respected, 
and those parts which are in favour of 
Germany must be executed with the same 
scrupulous care as those which penalise 
her.

Performing Animals. _ 


A Select Committee has been appointed 
to appease the rightly incensed supporters 
of the Performing Animals Bill, which, 
aiter being amended ad absurdum by its 
opponents, was withdrawn in the early 
part of June, The absence of suitabje 
legislation on this and kindred subjects 
is usually due to two causes—the fact 
that it is customarily supported. by 
“eranks’’ who will not be content with 
moderate reforms, and the fact that it can 
so easily be made the subject of ridicule. 
There remains the still more important 
circumstance that measures looking to ihe 
welfare of captive animals are seldom dis. 
cussed, either in support or in opposition, 
by men.who can claim even a rudimentary. 
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ie; are classed as performers that 
nierely go through a routine of physical 
netion—walking across a stage or jumping 
on and off a chair.- Such creatures can 
be, and, no doubt, often are, ill-treated 
in private, though apparently well cared 
for fn public, No hew legislation is re- 
quired to make such ill-treatment a 
punishable offence; but because it is not 
easily discovered in normal conditions 
it is highly desirable that the training 
should be conducted under licence and 
with proper opportunities: for inspection. 
Yet that by no means exhausts the subject. 
It is cruei to prod a lion with a hot bar even 
if the purpose is to prevent him from 
mauling his trainer. On the other hand, 
to permit the infuriated animal’ to do its 
worst would be te go to the other ex- 
treme. The only remedy, therefore, is to 
forbid the training of lions for exhibi- 
tion. Would matters stop there? It is 
ctuel to eage a lion at all, in the opinion 
of many, The Select Committee, doubt- 
less, wil! investigate all these questions, 
but whether its findings will carry much 
weight is doubtful. It is the question of 
lruman rather than of animal psychology 
that: is really in issue. 


British Timber. 

The British Forestry Commission which 
was appointed in 1919 has issued an in- 
teresting report of its work. Its task 's 
to-lay the foundations of a permanent 
schéme of afforestation. In 1914 Great 
Britain produced less than ten per 
cent: of the timber that it used, and, 
in order to supply. the. needs of 
J it. became ‘necessary to fell 
recs which served a purely ornamental 
purpose. Even this did not save the 
situation. We had to draw upon the 
French forests, and the demand on ship- 
ping,- especially.when the submarine cam- 
paign was at its height, imperilled the 
food» supply... With the aid of private 
enterprise the Commission is engaged upon 
a survey Of the country’s woodlands, and, 
in accordance with the programme that 
was sanctioned by Parliament, it has 
covered about eight thousand acres with 
young trees, Four vears hence its work 
will be reviewed by Parliament,. and, tf 
the state of the national finan¢es permits, 
large sums will be yoted for an enlarge- 
ment of its activities All the timber that 
we need—-excluding those trees which 
cannot be grown on our soil—coujd be 
produced at home if only one-third of the 
waste and. mountainous land which is 
available were utilised.

Sir John W. Moore, M.D., spoke on the sub- 
ject of the weather. He said that he did not 
suppose that they had anything like the sum- 
mer heat of the present July since the notable 
year of 1887, which was the year of Queen 
Victoria is jubilee. There was nothing like the 
continued warmth since then. With regard to 
drought, the present year, so far, was not a 
record year: 1887 held the record in that re- 
epect. On the. whole vear there was only 16.6 
inches of..rain in Dublin. “Is our climate 
changing?” was the question which he was 
asked some years ago, and he answered “ No.” 
So far as historic times were concerned, the 
oldest, record of the weather kept was from 
1337 to 1544. A note in regard to the first and 
second weeks of July, 1338, showed that ihe 
description then very closely described the pre- 
sent month of July, so far as it had gone. In 
339 the record bore out his answer that no 
change had taken place within 600 years. That 
statement. of course, did not apply to all time. 

ecause there had been a great evolution of 
climate in North-West Europe from the time of 
the glacial period. The latter period, he said, 
bequeathed to them a legacy in the shape of 
an enormous block of granite, which was ex 
hibited in.the courtyard of the Royal College of 
Science. -That stone was not indigenous to 
Dublin, but was carried there by ice action, and 
had been exhumed some years ago when the 
foundations for the building were being ex- 
cavated. Since the changes following those of 
the glacial period they had other changes, but 
there war very little alteration in the climate 
in its present phase: after the expiration of the 
moist or bog period. 

In the afternoon the Association visited the 
Killiney district, under the leadership of Mr. J. 
de W. Hinch, Geologica! Survey of Ireland. 
From Victoria Hill they viewed the effects of 
rock-weathering on scenery and considered the 
geographical reasons for the ition of Dublin 
as the gate of Ireland. scending to the 
strand they saw the great drift deposits which 
were placed on: the land by the ice sheets of 
Quaternary times, and picked up bits of ihe 
rocky islet of Ailsa Crag, carried to our ccasts 
by the Scotch ice.

The members of the deputation, which 
will consist of representatives of both 
Houses, are anxious to learn from 
the right hon. gentleman how far 
he is ready to go in concessions to the 
Sinn Fein Party. -They are anxious about 
the possible offect upon the position of 
Northern Ireland, and the Government of 
which Sir James Craig is the head, of 
the terms which may be come to with 
Mr. de Valera. In this connection I may 
mention that Colonel Gretton has inti- 
mated to the Coalition Whips that he 
must no longer be regarded as a sup- 
porter of the Coalition owing. to the 
entrance of the Government into negotia- 
tions with the Sinn Fein leaders. 


Little was heard of the Irish peace 
negotiations to-day, but it was understood 
that the Sinn Fein delegation were sitting 
in council in order that they might deal 
with certain points that have been raised. 
The members of the delegation were ex- 
tremely guarded in conversation, : bat 
mildly optimistic about the possibilities. 
Generally they agree that the conversa- 
tions with the Prime Minister have not 


been uDhelpful. 


To-night there is a meeting of the 
Cabinet at which the Prime Minister 1s 
expected to report the result of his con- 
versations with Mr. de Valera and Sir 
James Craig, and to outline the financial 
and political proposals upon which, if 
his colleagues ‘approve, a conference 
might be held at a later date, 

The King Edward Memorial was wn- 
veiled in Waterloo place this morning 
with great pomp: and cirenmstance, the 
King, the Queen, Queen Alexandra, the 
Prince ‘of Wales, and nearly every mem- 
ber of the house of Windsor being 
present. One could not help recalling the 
scene at the unveiling of the Victoria 
Memorial outside Buckingham Palace not 
so many months before the war began. 
The ex-Kaiser was the figure of the day, 
magnificent in the uniform of a British 
Field-Marshal, and the centre of attrac- 
tion for all eyes. His theatrical attitude 
struck many people present as savouring 
of-the insincere, and it became known not 
long afterwards that he had brought his 
master-spy to stay with him in Backing- 
ham Palace. To-day he sits in exile, 
while his host on the former occasion 
presides with all the magniticence of the 
British Court and unveils the statue to 
the King who made the union with 
France, which ultimately brought him 
low. 

Í am not aware of any exact precedent 
for the Government's action an “ carrying 
on aiter the defeat last night as if 
nothing had happened. In former times 
a defeat on a financial question was re 
garded as equivalent to a vote of want of 
confidence, and was followed by the imme- 
diate resignation of the Cabinet. The 
last instance of the kind vas the “ cordite 
vote’ that brought down Lord Rosebery’s 
Administration in 1895. 

A laxer view prevailed when in 1912 
Sir Frederick Banbury secured the defeat 
of the Asquith Government on a financial 
resolution relating to the Home Rule Bill. 
Unlike last night's affair that was essen- 
tially a ' snap ”' division, and, although 
the Government immediately moved the 
adjournment of the House in order to 
consider its position, it did not regard 
the defeat very sericusly. Indeed, Mr. 
Asquith at first proposed to invite the 
House simply to rescind the hostile vote. 
But the Unionists, then under the leader- 
Ship of Mr. Bonar Law, protested so 
strongly against what they regarded as an 
unconstitutional proceeding that the 
Speaker was obliged to adjourn the House 
on account of the “ grave disorder’ pre- 
vailing. 

Eventually after nearly a week's delay 
Mr. Asquith, for the sake of peace, con- 
sented to a compromise under which the 
financial resolution as amended by Sir F. 
Banbury’s motion was negatived, and a 
new resolution in a substantially different 
form was proposed and adopted. 


The .circumstances of the present time 
differ considerably from those of ten years 
ago. The Government have on many 
occasions displayed their willingness to 
defer to the expressed opinion of the 
House on matters which they did not con- 
sider vital, and J am inclined to think 
that the course ther adopted last night, 
though it has naturally caused the various 
sections of the Opposition to blaspheme, 
was the right one. But, of course, it has 
injured the prestige of the Government, 
and a repetition of it might be fatal. 
It is rumoured,’ and is very likely true. 
that the Prime Minister has intimated to 
his supporters that, if it occurs again, he 
will go to the country. -A general election 
is, in any event, almost certain within the 
next twelve months, and it would pro- 
bably suit him better to have it now— 
a oe gas J if the Irish question is 
appily settled—than to await the chances 
of next year.

He hoped that this would be in the 
hands cf members to-morrow, and erhaps 
to-night. The Bill is to be taken on 
Friday, as an agreed measure, he hoped 
and, judging from the silence of members. 
the: hope was general. Probably, it is re. 
cognised that, if the Bill is opposed, it 
will have no chance of passing, and the 
country will be left to the tender mercies 
of the Liquor Contro! Board. 

The last allotted day for the Committee 
stage of the Key Industries Bill was 
entered upon this evening, when Mr. 
Baldwin moved a new clause designed to 
meet criticism which has been raised in 
the Commons on the second reading debate. 
Its effect was to provide for the appoint- 
ment of a committee which should present 
a report annually to Parliament relating 
to the production in the United Kingdom 
of the classes of goods which were sy ject 
to the Key Industries Duty. The clause 
also empowered the Board of Trade, after 
an.interval of two years, to. remove the 
duty in the case of articles which were 
not prejudicial to British industries. 

In the debate that ensued the Ais 
received more criticism than praise, and 
_Mr. Baldwin, asked leave to withdraw it 
promising to look into the matter before 
the report stage.

THE CUSTOM HOUSE FIRE. 


Captain Charles Craig having questioned the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer with regard to the 
loss in the fire in the Custom House, Dublin, 
of the counterpart die used for impressing coun- 
terpar: deeds in Ireland, 

Commander Hilton Young, who replied, writes 
that since the firé arrangements have been made 
for stamping counterparts for Ireland by scnd- 
ing them though the Comptroller of Stamps, 
Dublin, to London, and all cases are stamped 
and returned immediately. There is no necessity 
to hold up deeds requiring the. counterpart 
stamp, and they can be dealt with at once if 
they are forwarded to the Comptroller at the 
Inlend Revenue Office, jury’s Hotel, Dublin. 
The supply of the necessary dies for counter- 
parts has been. arranged for in the case of both 
Northern Freland at Belfast and Southern Ire- 
land in Dublin under the Government of Ire- 
land Act, and these are being proceeded with 
as quickly as possible. 

Captain Charies Craig asked the Chancellor 
whether he was aware that no deed can be 
stamped in Belfast to a higher value than £10. 
and whether he would see that this limitation 
is removed. 

Commander Hilton Young writes in reply 
that the Stamp Office at Belfast is provided 
with a range of dies, of which the highest in 
value is £10, but there is no limitation as to 
the total value of duty with which a document 
may be stamped, other than the space available 
on the face of the document for impressing the 
stamp. The present range of dies has proved 
sufficient up to the present, and pending the 
mstitution of full stamping facilities at He:- 
fast, which is now being arranged for under the 
Government of Ireland Act, it is considered 
that the existing supply is adequate. 

Captain Charles Craig having further ques- 
tioned the Chancellor with regard to the diffi- 
culties caused by the destruction of the Custom 
House, Dublin, of the stamping machinery, to- 
gether with a large stock of civil bill pro- 
cesses already stamped. 

Commander Hilton Young writes that steps 
are being taken to replenish the stocks of 
stamped civil bill process forms. Meanwhile 
unstamped forms, it is understood, can be ob- 
tained from printers and law stationers. and 
are being stamped in Dublin. and forms can 
now be forwarded for stamping in Dublin 
through either the Post Office or the Stamv 
Office at Belfast. In tliese circumstances it ix 
not considered uecessary to issue an order 
under the County Officers and Courts (Ireland) 
Act. 1877, extending the use of adhesive stamps 
to these cases. 


THE MOTOR AND CYCLE TRADE.

ACTION AGAINST WEXFORD 
SOLICITOR. 


In the Commercial Court, London, rst 
before Mr Justice Branson, the Comptoir (om.

KING EDWARD AND IRELAND. 

In The Times appears the second instal- 
ment of Sir Sidney Lee’s article dealing with 
new chapters in the life of King Edward, in 
the course of which appears the following :— 
From the first days of the reign a visit of the 
King to Ireland was deemed a matter of 
urgency. It took place in July, 1903. The 
experience proved a complete and unqualified 
success. Although many Nationalist leaders 
were silent, the people at large showed every 
enthusiasm: There was a widespread faith 
that the King was the friend of Ireland, and, 
although there is not much support for the 
view tnat he was an eager Home Ruler, there 
was every reason to credit him with an earnest 
desire to rerredy politica] and social discontent. 
Une characteristic incident is very memorable. 
King Edward visited Maynooth College while 
Dr. Mannix, the present Archbishop of Mel- 
bourne, was Vice-President, and on the eve of 
becoming President. The students, with the 
permission, if not at the suggestion, of Dr. 
Mannix, brought to the Royal visitor’s atten- 
tion a picture in the college building of his 
recent Derby winner, “Diamond Jubilee,’’ the 
frame of which was decorated with the 
King’s racing colours. The King was highly 
pleased with the compliment, and accepted 
vita cordiality the young priests’ assurances 
thut they could be good priests and good sporis- 
men at the same time.

THE QUESTION OF 
REINFORCEMENTS.

BRITISH REPLY TO FRENCH 
NOTE. 
A Reuter telegram. dated Paris, Wednesday, 
says:—This afternoon Sir Milne Cheetham, 
British Charyé d'Ajjaires in Paris, handed to 
M. Briand the British Government's reply to 
the French Note regarding Upper Silesa. In 
this reply the British Goyernment urges that 
the Supreme Council should be held before the 
end of the month at Boulogne, without any 
previous examination of the question of the 
partition of Upper Silesia by a commission of 
experts. 
the French Government is sending an im- 
mediate reply. It appears (hat the French 
continue to think that it would be desirable 
to send reinforcements to Upper Silesia before 
any decision is taken, in order that the carrying 
out of the decision may be assured before- 
hand. 
A message received in Paris yesterday from 
French sources in Oppeln states that the 
French, British, and Italian High Commis- 
sioners have addressed a joint Note to the 
Conference of Ambassadors, drawing its atten- 
tion. to the necessity of. sending reinforcements 
io Upper Silesia, and arriving as soon as pos- 
sible at a solution of the question of the 
partition of the district affected by the 
plebiscite. 


DANGEROUS SITUATION 
THREATENED.

THE SHACKLETON-ROWETT 
EXPEDITION.

THE FINAL PREPARATIONS. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that the preparations 
on the Quest, the ship of the Shackleton-Rowett 
expedition, are nearly completed, and that 
vessel will leave Southampton for London dur- 
ing the first week of August. The Quest will 
remain near London Bridge for several days, 
receiving her final equipment and stores, and 
will then proceed to a French port in order to 
embark a quantity of equipment which the 
Pririée of Monaco is lending to the expedition. 
The British Admiralty, recognising the value of 
the contemplated work, is wags the oceano- 
graphical equipment, and the ir Ministry, 
which is also taking great interest in the under- 
taking, is training at Fulham two officers, who 
are undergoing instruction in kite and ‘balloon 
work. Some interesting work has just been 
concluded on the Quest. Sounding platforms 
have been. built, which will enable the scien- 
tific staff fo sound the ocean to a depth of six 
miles, half a mile more than has ever been done 
before. The laboratories have now becn com- 
leted, and special deck arrangemenis made for 
ban a seaplane. The masts of the vessel 
have been lengthened and the ship has been 
transformed from a schooner into a brigantine. 
Arrangements have also been made so that the 
vessel can steam for 10,000 miles without re- 
coaling. The staff, originally fixed at fifteen 
officers, has now been increased by four. Every 
officer on board will have seen war service. In 
the matter of aeroplane work, arrangements 
have been completed by which no less than 
four of the officers of the expedition, in case of 
need, will be capable of directing scaplane 
operations. Two cinema men, instead of one, 
will be among the staff. It is an interesting 
fact that Sir Ernest Shackletcn’s original idea 
in this exnedition was to pursue his investiga- 
tions in the Arctic, because at that time he 
thought it quité impossible to obtain ‘sufficient 
funds for the present very full programime. He 
‘visited Canada and received an assurance from 
the Dominion Government of their support, but 
Otiawa finally decided not to proceed with the 
scheme, and Sir Ernest Shackleton was then lef. 
with the ship and the staff that he had already 
engaged. It was at this juncture that Mr. J. 
Rowett, the first supporter of the Northern 
scheme and an old school-fellow greatly inte- 
rested in scientific research work, agreed to take 
on his own shoulders the much heavier financial 
burden of carrying out the present programme, 
while another donation, vreviously given by 
Mr. F. Becker for the Northern work, was 
allowed hy the donor to be transferred to the 
nrogramme fer the present expedition. Sir 


Ernest Shackleton and his perty will finally 
leave London abovt August 20th. and after 
Clearing France will next be heard cf at 
Madeira. and subsequently at. Cape Town. 


From the heginnine of December next for a 
period of four months nothing is likely to -he 
heerd of the shin until sho arrives in the lati- 
tude of fFouth Georgia. The Quest will have 
on board sufficient stores for two vears. 


“BURSTING OF A WATER MAIN. 


Excitement was caused at Edgbaston, Bir- 
mingham, yesterday, by the bursting of a 
Corporation water main forty-three inches in 
diameter, running under Harborne road. The 
road surface over the rupture was lifted up and 
carried away in the flood. A motor ‘bus 
filled with passengers was met by the torrent, 
and soon surrounded by water. The'driver was 
unable to proceed, and a ladder was obtained, 
by means of ‘which the’ passengers reached the 
footpath. Most of the water flowed down the 
steep hills of the neighbourhood, presenting 
the appearance of a rapid stream. The damage 
to houses was not as serious a“ might other- 
wise have been the case. The water depart- 
ment soon cut off the supply, and when the 
water abated it was seen that the roadway was 
damaged for a distance of four hundred yards. 


THE FLORIDA OUTRAGE.

A Miami (Florida) telegram, dated Wednes- 
day. states that after a conference on Tuesday 
with other clergymen and Mr. Hubbard, British 
Vice-Consul there, the Rev. Philip Irwin, who 
was set upon on Sunday night by four masked 
men and tarred .and feathered, announced that 
he was leaving immediately. Bishop Mann is 
reported to have exonerated Mr. Irwin from 
the charge of preaching race equality and un- 
patriotic utterances. Mr. Irwin declared that he 
was leaving on his own volition, although he had 
been offered the protection of the local authorities 
and the British Vice-Consul.

GOLD FROM THE SEA.

SALVING THE LAURENTIC’S SIX 
MILLIONS. 


Salvage operations in respect of the Lauren- 
tic are atill being carried on, and considerable 
progress has been made during the spell of fine 
weather. 

An Admiralty sloop is engaged in the task, 
but all the gold—estimated at £6,000,000— 
which the ill-iated Laurentic contained when 
sunk by a submarine in Lough Swilly in 1917 
will probably pot be recovered this year. 
Several salvage companies have been formed 
to wrest treasure from tlie bottom of the sea. 
If the speculative risks are great the harvest 
is ofttimes greater. 

British merchant ships eunk by enemy 
ection during the war amount to about seven 
aud three-quarter millions tonnage. Around 
ihe coasts of the United Kingdom alone there 
are believed to be a thousand ships, totalling 
9 900.000 tons, lying at workable depths. 

The Admiralty have closed down their 
salvage department, but it does not follow that 
there are no more cargoes worth the expense of | 
bringing to the surface.

REPUBLICAN OFFICER’S REPORT. 


Mr. Edmund Duggan, Chief Liaison Officer 
of the Republican forces, issued the following 
statement in Dublin last night :— 

“A report reached Dublin to-day from Belfast 
that a number of Cavan prisoners who had 
been courtmartialled last week had been sen- 
tenced to death. On inquiry.at Dublin Castle 
I was informed that the sentences had not been 
confirmed, and would not be confirmed, pending 
the truce. 

“It had been hoped that the holding of Courts- 
martial would be abandoned as being at variance 
with the spirit of the truce, but up to the 
present my representations on the subject 
have not met with success. . 
“The state of affairs in the martial law area 
is most unsatisfactory. Several post offices 
are still closed, the ban on Skibbereen fair was 
not removed, the iron bridge at Youghal is 
still: closed to all road traffic, causing consider- 
able loss and inconvenience to the general public 
in the locality. In fact ,it would appear that 
in many respects the British military authori- 
ties in the martial law area do not consider 
themselves bound by. the terme of the truce.”’ 


A KERRY RAILWAY RE-OPENED. 


The Cahirciveen branch of the Great Southern 
and Western Railway, which hag been closed 
since April 30th, was re-opened on Monday, and 
the usual services were resumed. The stoppage 
of train services for such a long period caused 
serious inconvenience to the public at large, 
but, fortunately, Cahirciveen eing a seaport 
town, the situation. as regards supplies was 
somewhat eased by the importation of large 
cargoes of foodstuffs each week by the steamer 
Shark, a Cork boat, as well as by schooners 
from cross-Channel’ ports, The mail services 
were also completely suspended in consequence 
of the train stopgage, but they: are now 
resumed. 


THE RETURN OF MR. BRADY, R.M. 


The safe return home after more than two 
weeks’ absence of Mr. 8. Brady, R.M. 
Ballylickey House, Bantry, Co. Cork, Is an- 
nounced. Mr. Brady was kidnapped over a 
forinight ago by armed men, who stated that 
they merely wanted him to identify some 
articles stolen from his house during his absence 
on. holidays on the Continent. As, however, 
he did not return; Mrs. Brady and the family 
énteriained fears for ‘his safety, until he re- 
appeared a few days ago, nothiug the worse for 
his period of captivity. He was well treated 
by his captors, but-he is unable to say by 
whom or where he was detained. His safe re- 
turn has given the greatest satisfaction io his 
friends. 


A CONSTABLE ARRESTED. 


Dyblin Castle issued the following yesterday :

SUBJECTION TO AUTHORITY. 

Happily, for a week or ten days past there 
has been a lull in the dreadful condition «of 
affairs which drowned the voice of all authority 
and crippled the power of anv well-meaning 
man to serve his country. While there is 
silence the voice of authority should be raised 
again, and the wisdom of authority, and the 
wisdom of subjection to authoritv as the basis 
of liberty, should be preached incessantly 
through the length and breadt of the land. 
We have cognizance here of nothing conner’ 
with men’s private affairs. The criminal law 
is founded upon the basis that there are certain 
offences against the moral law which not only 
affect the man in his relations with his Creator. 
but are invasions of the rights and libertiés of 
the humble people of the community. If murder 
is not punished, then every man becomes a 
murderer as the spirit moves him. There. are 
always people who think that to achieve what 
they conceive to be a great right they can 
urrogate to themselves a licence to commit 
what they are pleased to call a little wrong. 
You can never start. on the road to anarchy 
without finding yourself falling down a precipice 
where there is no hope, and now that a moment 
has come of a lull in the conflict I hove that 
these doctrines will assert themselves in Ireland. 
The ruin of the last three years has been the 
flourishing of ignorance and the promotion of 
ignorance that brings in its train the most 
miserable slavery. To stop that immediately is 
the first function of the present day. Everyone 
should try to stop: it. It is a dreadful thing 
that your country has been soiled, as it has 
been in the last few months, with the: most 
cowardly and contemptible. crimes that can 
only be perpetrated by the most degraded 
scoundrels. That is a dreadful thing. 

THE FUTURE. 

There must come a time when we can’ be 
mis to close the door upon the past and 
ook forward, under the mercy of Providence, 
to something better in the future. But you 
will never see anything better in the future if 
those who commit these murders are held up 
as models for the imitation of these young 
eople who are growing up in this country. If 
he assumption of false titles and the use of fine 
phrases is permitted to cloud the intelligence of 
the community and to blind the eyes of the 
young who are coming forward to take our 
places in the service of the land we love, i! 
they are to grow up under the debasing in- 
fluence of the g‘orification of crime, there is no 
hope for Ireland. Save the young people from 
that. There must exist amongst us so many 
who are already so imbued with these terrible 
doctrines that their conversion is beyond hope, 
but whatever w mm in the immediate future 
we trust seftle dó 
having tolerated these three years in the past, 
and it will not be a light penalty to face in the 
best of times. But tet ue strive to the best of 
our ability to try to maké Ireland a happier 
place for our children than ever we can hope 
ourselves to see it again. I address these ob 
servations to you because there had been a 
dreadful! outburst of crime in one of ‘your Rid- 
ings since the last Assizes. 1 hope that that, is 
ended for ever, but that cannot be entertained 
unless the glorification of such crime is in- 
stantly suppressed, and the principle of Chris- 
tianity is once more restored to authority among 
the people of your country.

UNAUTHORISED POSSESSION OF 


REVOLVERS. 


The Commission of Assizes for Belfast 
was opened yesterday in the County Court- 


house by Mr. Justice Moore. 
Addressing the Grand Jury, his lordship said 
that there would be for trial at those Assizes 


112 persons, which would involve a certain 
amount of work for them to discharge in the 
cuufse of their duty. The generality of the 
cases were unfortunately cases of rioting +nd 
ootng. Some riois were very serious, and some 
were little worse than street brawls, but when 
they had the element of looting brought into 
them they were very serious, Another class of 
case was that of shooting with intent to cause 
bodily harm, which resu from the fact that 
almost every person who could keep a revolver 
insisted upon doing so. A good many people 
had loyally given up their weapons, but Sertain 
people could not be induced to part with them, 
and there were too many lethal weapons of 
that kind in the hands of the public. The 
Grand Jury were the leaders of the community, 
and when he came around representing His 
Majesty the eg that Commission it wag his 
duty to deal with the police returns. He had 
had an interview with the City Commissioner, 
who informed him that the general state of 
affairs in the city had been good, and was at 
that moment good, with the exception of tne 
recent outbreak of rioting. . That had been 
serious enough, and, unfortunately, up to the 
present no less than 21 deaths had resulted 
from it. In times of political tension the strain 
and excitement created a highly inflammeble 
atmosphere, and sometimes a very minute spark 
was sufficient to ignite it and cause a yreat 
conflagration. owever, matters were under 
control, and he could only hope that the present | 
peace would be maintained by the good sense 
and self-restraint of the citizens, and of those 
two qualities he knew that there was plenty 


in Belfast. 

A TIME FOR SILENCE. 
Continuing, his lordship said that if he had 
not referred to other matters—and serious mat- 
ters—mentioned in the police returns, it was 
only for the reason that at the present junc- 
ture it was considered advisable by those in 
authority that he should not do é&.

An Athens telegram, dated Tuesday, states :— 
An authoritative account of the operations 
round Kutahia says that Kuiehia was aban- 
doned through the pressure of four columns 
“carrying out a concentric advance against the 
fortifications.

THE RAILWAYS BILL. 


COMPETITIVE RATES. 


The remaining portions of the Railway Bill 
were considered yesterday morning by Stand- 
ing Committee A of ithe House of Commons, 
Sir H, Mackinder presiding, and the question of 
competitive rates between two places connecter] 
two or more railways was again debated. 
ne bill provides that a company whose route is 
not more than thirty per cent. longer than that 
of another company may charge less than the 
standa.d rates, so as to compete with the com- 
pany owwing the shorter route. 
On Tuesday Mr. MacVeagh moved the omis- 
sion of the thirty per ‘cent. limit, and this was 
opposed by Sir Eric Geddes. 

Yesterday Sir. Eric. Geddes said that in an 
endeavour to meet thé views expressed on Tves- 
day he -had pat down amendments extending 
the limits from thirty to fifty per cent. over 
that limit, subject to the approval of the Rates 
Tribunal. He now learned that these amend- 
ments would not meet the various interests, so 
he would not move them, but would ask the 
Committee to decide on Mr. MacVeagh’s amend- 
ment. The cost of handling traffic over the 
longer route at the lower rate would fall directly 
on the users of the railways. 

Mr. MacVeagh said that on Tuesday the 
Minister feared defeat, but that yesterday. hav- 
ing called up the troops, summoned up spirits 
from the vasty deep, he thought that he had a 
majority, and said, in Parliamentary form, “ If 
you don't accept my amendment as it is, I'll 
send you to a place not mentioned on the map.

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THE INDUSTRIES BILL, 


| CRITICISM OF THE MEASURE 


IN COMMITTEE. 

The House of Commons went into Committee 
on the Safeguarding of Industries Bill yester- 
day. 

Mr. Baldwin moved a new clause headed 
“ Power to exempt articles from duty in certain 
events.’ in order to fulfil an undertaking 
given by him at an earlier stage of the pro- 
ceedings. It provided, other things, that 
for: the purpose of aig. bai the. develop- 
ment of key industries ín the United Kingdom 
engaged in the manufacture of goods made 
subject to duty the Board of Trade shall ap- 
point a Committee which shall from time to 
time report to the Board on the general efficiency 
and progress of the various industries. If any 
time after the expiration of two years from 
the Act the Committee reported that in spite 
of the help given by the bill any particular 
key industry was pot, making progress in this 
country, then the duty on imported goods of 
that industry was to cease to operate. 

Major Barnes caid that the’ President of the 
Board, in his short speech, was carrying his 
attitude of cynical detachment towards this 
Bill to a degree that was almost inartistic. 

Sir Donald Maclean maid that the clause 
seemed to strike a blow at the life of the 
Sale and therefore he should not, oppose 
i 


. Mr. Neville Chamberlain objected to any 
limitation. of the .protection. to. be afforded to 
key industries. 

After further debate, 

Mr. Baldwin said thet he moved the clause 
hoping that it would meet with the universal 
approbation of the House. It was obvious that 
he had failed ih his desire, and therefore he 
asked leave to withdraw the clause. (Minis- 
terial cheers and Opposition crics of ‘‘ No.) 
If, he could he would devise a better clause 
before report stage. 

Captain W. Benn said that if the clause were 
withdrawn the pretence that the Bill was 
nectssary for the defence of the country fell 
to the ground and Part one of the Bill became 
merely a left-handed system of pratecticn of 
certain industries. That was a most serious 
position. 

The clause was negatived without a division 
amid Opposition ironical]. cheers. 

THE ANTI-DUMPING ORDER. 

Sir P. Llovd Graeme mibved a new clause 

providing that no order dhall be made apply- 


tion unless the Committee to which the matter 
has been referred have reported that in their 
opinion production in the industry manufactur: 
ing similar goods in the United Kingdom is 
being carried on with reasonable efficiency and 
economy. The effect of the amendment waa 
that an industry which claimed an anti-dump- 
ing order had to prove that it wae efficient and 
was not a lame duck. 

Captain W. Benn said that ‘the clause would 
only protect people who had backstairs influence 
with the Board of Trade. The withdrawa] Of 
the last. clause. and the production of 
this mew clause disclosed the uselessness and 
danger af the whole of these proposals. 

Sir P. Lloyd Gracme opposed the amendment. 
There was already machinery in existence for 
dealing with these matters. 

At seven o'clock the guillotine came into 
operation, and ruled out any further discussion 
on the clauses. 

The amendment moved by Captain Benn was 
rejected by 242 to 100. and the clause was 
.agrced to without a division. 

COODS CHARGEABLE WITH DUTY. 

On the schedule setting out the goods charge- 
able with duty,

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


VOLUNTARY HOSPITALS FINANCE 

The Lord Chancellor took his seat on the 
Woolsack in the House of Lords at 3.45 p.m. 
yesterday. 

Viscount Chelmsford, on his promotion from 
the rank of a Bagon, and Lord Plumer of 
Messines were introduced, and took ihe oath. 

Viscount Burnham asked whether the Govern- 
ment had fully considered the report of Viscount 
Cave’s Committee on Hospital Finance, and 
what further steps they would take to put the 
system of voluntary hospitals on a more satis- 
factory footing, particularly in relation to 
poor law infirmaries. 

The Earl of Onslow said that it would be the 
duty of the Hospitals Commission to administer 
the Government grant of half a million of 
money, thus assisting in the maintenance of the 
voluntary system in the hospitals. Lord Clwyd 
had been added to the Commission as a repre- 
sentative of Wales. A Commission sitting in 
London could not regulate affairs throughout 
the provinces, and it was accordingly proposed 
to constitute local committees throughout -the 
country on somewhat like 2 county basis. The 
local committees. would be as representative as 
possible. It was not intended that the Com- 
mission and its local committees should in any 
way have control of the hospitals. They would 
be there to help, and not to manage or control, 
the hospitals. The Government wanted to put 
the voluntary system on its legs again, and get 
it stow, as in the old days. 

he Trusts (Scotland) Bill and the Overseas 
Trades Credits and Insurance Amendment Bill 
were read a third time and passed.

EXCITING SCENE ON A FRENCH 
STEAMER.

A Paris telegram, dated Wednesday, states :— 
A Marseilles message describes a dramatic 
scene on the steamer Latouche Treville, which 
arrived on Sunday from Saigon. During the 
last voyage the rats aboard had given trouble, + 
and it was decided to éxterminate them. After 
the crew had left the ship, all exits were closed, 
and sulphur dioxide was pas into the cabins 
and hold. When a considerable quantity. of gas 
had been injected shrieks were heard coming 
from the interior of the vessel. The stewardess 
had remained in her cabin, not having been 
warned, and the cook was also below. The gas 
pumping was stopped, but the prisoners could 
not come up the companion ways owing to the 
thick clouds of gas there, neither could they 
escape through the portholes, which were too 
small, and firemen, with gas masks, had to be 
summoned. These eventually rescued the two 
risoners in an uneonscious condition. The 
adder broke as the firemen were bringing up 
the inanimate forms of the stewarders and cook 
all being thrown violently to the lower deck. 
Three firemen and two stewardesses were in- 
jured. Finally, a stronger ladder enabled all to 
reach the upper deck.

THE PREVENTION 


BLINDNESS. 


The mecting of the British Medical Associa- 
tion was continued yesterday in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, when medical and surgical subjects were 
discussed. There were eighteen sections in which 
these matters were debated. 

in the section des! with preventive medi- 
cine ge mm Walter Rott, M.P., dwelt on the 
effect of health legislation on the health of the 
poe He said that the moment that one 
ooked into the question he was impressed with 
the immense value of prevention as against cure. 
“He traced the improvement which had been 
effected in diminishing the ravages of disease in 
Great Britam within the last century, and 
added :—-l do not think medical skill has im- 
proved so quickly as the power of the police- 
man. No branch of health legislation, more- 
over, has had a more enormous effect on the 
people’s health than the enactory legislation of 
Lotd Shaftesbury, “What he did had more 
effect of the life and progress of this nation 
than that of any fifty of the commonpiace busy- 
bedies who are glorified. 

‘PROGRESS IN THE PAST. 

It is important wben looking’ to the future 
to realise the progress of the past. To-day 
there is a great wave of feeling against State 
interference of any kind, which is understand- 
able after the past six years, but it would he 
fatal if it led us to despise or ignore the great 
results which havereome about from the health 
legislation of the past. The lay population 
hardiv recognise the enormous difference which it 
has wrought, They resent shepherding, but 1! they 
knew of the great good of some of the restric- 
tive legislation they would fight to maintain it. 
Diseases that nave been regulated, sanitated, 
and inspected have gone down tremendously. 

-Dr. Eustace Hill, Medical Officer for the 
County of Durham. said that he did not object 
so much to health legislation as to its piecemeal 
character. 

Dr. Miller, Radnorshire, said that what they 
objected to was the red tape of Government

tion of blindness. He showed tliat fifty per 


cent. of the blindness of infancy was due tc 
ophthalmia neonatorum, which is a virulent 
form of inflammation. The only «means of 
prevention, he stated, is the treatment of. this 
disease in the expectant mother. | would like 
to see established in the centre of every con- 
venient area an ophthalmia neonatorum unit. 
There should be a small hospital to which 
affected mothers and infants could be trans- 
ferred for treatment. To this there should be 
attached a mobile diagnostic wnit- What. is 
needed is the establishment of such medical 
arrangements that diagnosis and treatment can 
be made as swiftly as the fire brigade can be 
brought in when there is an outbreak of “fire 
in our homes. There should be a motor car 
fitted with a small laboratory equipment, with ' 
an expert ophthalmic surgeon and nurse. The 
unit should be available for immediate attend- 
ance at any home where a _ suspected case 
occurs. The midwife or doctor in attendance 
should notify the initial symptoms of any case, 
so that the mobile unit coud proceed to its 
investigation without. delay. If a surgeon 
should find the-diagnosis proven there should 
be power to remove the mother and infant to 
the hospital for treatment forthwith. The 
benefits of prompt removal in affected cases 
had been demonstrated in Liverpool. A 
similar hospital has been established in Lon- 
don, but its benefits had been almost nullified 
owing to the lateness of the transfer of cases. 
Mr. Harman also said that syphilis was one of 
the great causes of blindness, which was cer- 
tainly preventable. 
INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE. 

In the evening Sir Thomas Oliver, Newcastle, 
delivered a special address on Industrial 
Hygience: Its Rise, Progress, and Opportunities. 
He eaid that since industrial medicine’ had 
come to stay facilities in the future would have 
to be provided to medical students and young 
graduates to become familiar in a ractical 
manner with its objects. Never were the times 
more. opportune than to-day. What, preven- 
tative medicine had accomplished on the side 
of. prplic health it could also accomplish in 
regarg to occupational disease.

BOROUGH ENGINEER'S WARNING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The recent rainfall may have caused 
the public to think that the condition of the 
Vartry water supply should now be quite satis- 
factory. _Occasiona] showers of rain are of no 
advantage for the purpose of replenishing the 
Reservoir, and nothing short of contitiuous wet 
weather: would cause the level of the water to 
cease falling, 

The greatest care is now more than ever 
necessary to prevent Vartry water from being 
wasted or misused. Rain is recorded to have 
fallen at the Reservoir in each period of 24 
houre, ended 9 a.m. en the 14th, 16th, and 17th 
inst., the total amount being much greater than 


that which fell in the city daring the past 
week. Notwithstanding this, the ground was 


eo parched and warm that the level of the 
water in the reservoir has not ceased falling, 
even after the heaviest showers. The sunshine 
and “breeze prevailing at present are causing 
the moisture in the watershed to evaporate 
rapidly and the ground is aghin becoming dried 
up. The River Vartry and its tributaries above 
the embankment are ming sM@®iller in 
volume every day, one of the laiter being 
already actually dry. e 

The total rainfall at Roundwood from 
January lst to July 20th, 1893, the. year when 
the Vartry supply ran out, was 22.13 inches. 
The total raimfall for the same period this 
year is 13.75 inches. That is to say, over 60 
per cent. more rain fell in that period in 1893 
than has yet fallen this year. 

In 1 canal water was turned into the 
Vartry maine in the City. With reasonable 
care, however, there will be no necessity for 
such an objectionable method of providing 
water for domestic purposes. If the citizens 
enerally continue to help as they have been 
doing since the necessity for carefully conserv- 
ing the supply was made known, there should 
not be any trouble, unless the dry period lasts 
much longer this year than it did in any pre- 
vious vear since the construction of the Round- 
wood Water works.—Yours, etc.
